C O long as we are human beings, there is one thing we can never cs- 
cape, and that is being compelled, whether we so wish it or not. to 
I n r burdens!

Perhaps in no part of the world is there a more striking example of 
I ie human being as a beast of burden than in China, where the Chinese 
i oolie is everywhere. In this connection it is interesting to read this 
I rom the writings of a Chinese mystic :

pitiful Indeed? To labor without Ceasing, and then, without living to 
< njoy the fruit, worn out, to depart, suddenly, one knows not whither — 
is not that a caus* for grief?'”

He is irritated, cynical, and worries those 
of his friends who might help to lighten those burdens, I know another 
man. who bears much more than this man, but of whose burdens you 
hear nothing. You just think of him as a conquering hero who takes 
right hold of each new day and is glad for the chance at it. 
Burdens, happily borne, really lighten our days and give beauty to 
every experience wherein the happiness of others is enhanced. 
But we are so much better off if we think of these burdens as priv­ 
ileges instead of as tasks. 
The story of "Pippa Passes'’ by Browning is one of the loveliest I 
have ever read. Little Pippa worked in a silk mill and only had one day 
of vacation in the year—at New Year’s. But that day was one of song 
and happiness. 8i)e saw beauty and good everywhere she looked, though 
her eyes were really veiled against ail that went to make hie bitter and 
sordid. 
When you bear your burdens happily, you don't think of them as 
tattoos.
